No. 666/3/AI/529.—In exercise ofthe powers conferred by section 19, read with sub-section (2) of section 
12 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1980 (40 of 1980), the Board of 
Directors of the Andhra Bank in consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and with the previous sanction ofthe 
Central Government, hereby makes the following regulations further to amend Andhra Bank (Officers) Service 
Regulations, 1982 : 

1. (1) These regulation# may be called the Andhra Bank (Officers”) Service (Amendment) 

Regulations, 1999. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these regulations, they shall come into force on the 
date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Andhra Bank (Officers") Service Regulations, 1982 

(a) in regulation 12, after sub-regulation (3), the following sub-regulation shall be 
inserted, namely^ 

(4) any officer, - 

a) who had exercised option referred to In sub-regulation (l)i and 

b) who continued even after the first day of Februaty, 1984 to draw pay and 
allowances applicable to him immediately before the appointed date and 
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c) who continues in regular service of the Bank on or after the first day of 
April, 1997, 

may be allowed to opt fra- pay and allowances as applicable under those regulations on and from the 
first day of April, 1997; On exercising such option, he will be fitted on the pay in such a manner that 
the pay as set out in Regulation 4 (2) alongwith the dearness allowance payable thereon as on 01.04.1997 
is nearest to his existing salary (l.e. pay plus dearness allowance) being drawn in terms of subregulation 
(2) on 31.03.1997. 

(b) in regulation 23, 

(i) after sub-regulation (ili), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:- 

"Provided that on and from the first day of April, 1997, the provisions of this sub- 
regulation shall have effect as if for the letters, figures and words "Rs.40 pan or Rs.25 p.m " , the letters, 
figures and words "Rs.125 per month or Rs.100 per month" had been respectively substituted."; 

(ii) after subregulation (iv), the following proviso shall be Inserted, namely :- 

"Provided that on and from the first day of April, 1997, the provisions of this subregulation 
shall have effect as if for the letters and figures "Rs.t50 p.m ", the letters, figures and words "RsJOO per 
month", had been substituted”. ; 

(ill) in sub-regulation (v), after the second proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely 

"Provided that on and from the first day of April, 1997 the provisions of this sub-regula¬ 
tion shall have effect as if, - 

(A) for the letters and figures "Rs.700", the letters and figures "Rs.1000" had been substi¬ 
tuted; 

(B) for the letters and figures "Rs350" occurring at both the places in first and second proviso, 
the letters and figures "Rs 300" bad been respectively substituted.; 


(iv) after subregulation (vii), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely s- 

"Provided that on and from the financial year 1997-98, the provisions of the subregulation 
shall have effect as if for the letters and figures "Rs.150" the letters and figures "Rs250" had been 
substituted" ; 

(v) after subregulation (vill), the following proviso shall be insetted, namely 

"Provided that on and from the first day of April, 1997 the provisions of this subregulation 
shall have effect as if for the letters and figures "Rs.35 p.m" the letters, words and figures ”Rs.70 per 
month” had been substituted” *, 
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(c) in regulation 32, after sub-regulation (2), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely t- 

"Provided that casual leave not availed of in the year 1997 or in any subsequent year may 
be suffixed or prefixed to side leave in the following three yean. " > 

(d) in regulation 42, - 

(i) in sub-regulation 2(i), for the words and figures "on and from 1.7.1993", the words and 
figures "on and from 1.7.1993 but before 1.4.1997" shall be substituted, 

(U) after sub-regulation 2(i), the following sub-regulation shall be insetted, namely ► 

" 2(i) (a) On and from the first day of April, 1997, an officer on transfer will be reimbursed his 
expenses for transporting his baggage by goods train upto the following limits:

"On and from 1.1.1987", the words and figures "On and from 1.1.1987 but before 1.4.1997" shall 
be substituted: 

(iv) after subregulation (3), the following sub-regulation shall be inserted^ 

3(a) "On and from the first day of April, 1997 an officer on transfer will be eligible to draw 
a lump sum amount as Indicated below for expenses connected with packing, local transportation, 
insuring the baggage, etc.

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(c) For regulation 38, the following regulation shall be substituted namely:- 

"38 save as provided below, all leave to the credit of an officer shall lapse on resignation, retire 
ment, death, discharge dismissal or termination; 

Provided that where an officer retires from the banks service, he shall be eligible to be paid a sum 
equivalent to the emoluments of any period, not exceeding 240 days, of privilege leave that he had 
accumulated; 


Provided further that where an officer dies while in service, there shall be payable to his legal 
representatives, a sum equivalent to the emoluments for the period, not exceeding 240 days, of privilege 
leave to his credit as on the date of his death.
